Observations: . :

Upon arrival, I noticed that several ofﬁcers were already on-scene and a perimeter had
already been established with yellow police tape. Ialso noticéd a crowd forming at the
above intersection. As I walked through the crowd in order to assist officer’s on-scene, I
noticed two Hispanic males in‘the crown that appeared to: be agitated but I dismissed it as
on-lookers in the crowd. At the time 'l d1d not know who these two individuals were or
how they were 1nvolved in the 1n01dent

Shortly after entermg the scene, 1 notlced that one of the males (later ID’d as S

qtarted cursing towards the officer’s who were inside the scene by stating “fuck

them, they can’t keep us out” "At this point I believed he was attempting to possibly incite
the crowd by causmg a_dlsturbance and entering the secured scene.

I focused on S-and notlced that he attempted to cross through the yellow crime
ttempting to walk underneath it and into the secured scene (violation of 148
went to contact SJJilfin order to place him into custody for the above

refu“s‘e by walkmg away from me and stating “fuck no, what for”.

I continu'ed*to walk towards him, he backed directly into Officer Macias who grabbed
ST :icht arm. [ then grabbed his left arm in attempt of placing him into custody.
ST ~mediately stiffened up his arms and began to resist as I attempted to place his
left arm behind his back.

[ then forced S|P against a parked police unit in order to gain better control of
him. SJJJontinued to resist by keeping his left arm stiff and not complying with
my orders to place his hand behind his back. During this process, S-lost his
footing / balance and fell to the ground as he continued to resist.
